John Horton Parrott shook the dust 
of the city from his shoes yesterday 
afternoon and departed for Kentucky.

The ordinance changing the names 
of certain streets was placed on its

their names changed, so the ordinance 
was referred to him with instructions 
to include all the streets in i t 
Residents of Fourth street between 
Market street and West alley petition­ 
ed council to make the sidewalks 14 
instead of IO feet. 
The request was 
granted. 
John Ryan 
got $1,000 on account 
for improving Woodlawn avenue. 
R. G. Boyd asked that the city grade 
a portion of Shadyside avenue and the 
township would do the rest The street 


ordinance to regulate the ap- 
pointmentof a street inspector was in­ 
troduced at 
the meeting of council 
last night and was referred to the or­ 
dinance committee. 


The ordinance 
provides 
that 
a 
street inspector shall be appointed by 
council to serve for a term of three 
vears at a salary of $720 per annum, 
payable monthly. 
It also 
provides 
that he shall give jond in the sum 
of $;>oo and shall act and be under the 
control of the city council. 
He shall 
superintend ail 
punlic 
works 
and 
make a report to council and council 
shall pay no money for contracts un­ 
til he has made a report on them. 
He shall also have 
control over all 
ditches dug in 
the city or the open­ 
ing of streets and shall issue the per­ 
mits for the same. 
He shall inspect 
the coal vaults, superintend the 
re­ 
laying of pavements torn up. 
Nice wanted the rules suspended 
and the 
ordinance passed, but Mar­ 
shall interposed an objection by stat­ 
ing that he didn’t think the ordinance 
was ready to be passed, as he didn’t 
propose to vote to engage a roan for 
a longer term than the councilmen 
would serve. 
Solicitor Gaston stated 
that he could find no statute giving 
him the authority to make the term 
any shorter and on motion of Smith 
the ordinance went to the ordinance 
committee. 


Lots of Assistance. 
The section gang that is putting in 
the new street railway lines are cer­ 
tainly having plenty 
of 
assistance 
from people who want to tell them 
how it should be done. 
Every day 
a large crowd collects and spends the 
day watching the gang. 


Council last night decided to let 
the Pennsylvania company go ahead 
with the East End depot, or rather 
to ignore the matter, us they 
have 
no power to donate streets for 
the 
use of corporations or private per­ 
sons. 


The m atter was brought up by Arn­ 
old who staled that 
all the citizens 
in that part of the city were in favor 
of the 
alation being built and 
the 
business men were hampered by not 
having it. 
He moved that the 
oqb* 
tractor be permitted to go ahead with 
the contract and Nice seconded the 
motion. Marshall stated that it meant 
council was giving the railroad com­ 
pany an alley that the company did 
not think was worth asking for and 
for which they had refused to grant 
the city any right of way around their 
property. 
Cripps Haid 
he 
didn’t believe Ut 
Tailing down so easy” and comment­ 
ed upon the fact that the new East 
End station when completed would 
not make a coal shed for the one at 
Neal’s station. He closed his remarks 
by calling attention to the way the 
new station would be surrounded by 
switches. 
‘Nice spoke of the fact that the peo­ 
ple who were interested in East End 
all wanted the depot. Cripps answered 
him by stating that he (Cripps) own­ 
ed 80 lots in that part of the city and 
if he wasn’t interested he didn’t know 
who was, but he was not in favor of 
a depot on city property. 
Arnold remarked that all the par­ 
ties who owned property in the vicin­ 
ity of the station had signed the pe­ 
tition to let

The motion to let the company go 
ahead with the work was then put 
and carried by a vote of five to four, 
as follows:

Marshall remarked that the m atter 
would be a blot on the record of the 
present council and they might as 
well tell the people to build on any 
street in the city.

GRAND ARMY LAW. 


What Is Accomplished by the New 


Pension Bill Just Signed 


by the President. 


The G. A. R. pension bill has been 
signed by the president, and is now 
the law of the land, in almost the iden­ 
tical shape in which it was first offered 
by that body. 
It accomplishes two 
purposes. 
It provides in the first place 
that, in determining the pensionable 
disability of a veteran under the de­ 
pendent pension act. “each and every 
infirmity shall be duly considered and 
the aggregate of the disabilities shown 
be rated.” 
its second purpose is to 
permit a widow with “an actual net 
income not exceeding $250 a year” to 
obtain a pension provided she fur­ 
nishes proof of her husband’s death 
and establishes the fact that he was a 
veteran. 
At present, widows of vet­ 
erans are barred from the benefits of 
the law if they have an income of $96 
p year. 
The G. A. R. is now chiefly 
interested in having the amended law 
enforced and construed as the soldiers 
desire that it should be. 
Pension Com­ 
missioner Evans is making prepara­ 
tions to carry out its provisions. 
He 
says that a rough estimate is that the 
law will cost the government $2,000,000 
or $3,000,000 additional 
each 
year. 
General Sickles of the (I. A. R. says 
that he does not believe it will add 
$1,000,000 to the pension disbarm ents 
during the next fiscal year, owing to 
slowness in adjudicating claims. 
He 
thinks $2,000,000 will cover the extra 
cost during any fiscal year. 
What­ 
ever It may cost, it is a measure of jus­ 
tice and should have been adopted be­ 
fore.
